Brezhnev dashes to Prague 


PRAGUE, April 5 (AP) — Soviet Presi- 
ent Leonid I. Brezhnev arrived here Sunday 
3 attend a Communist Party meeting, and 
acre was speculation he would preside at a 
onunit of Warsaw Pact leaders to decide 
1 Aether to send troops into Poland. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said Brezh- 
nev and Czech leader Gustav Husak met later 
unday and "informed each other about 
epical questions” of bilateral relations and 
exchanged views on some international 
Toblems.’* 

Meanwhile, fresh Warsaw Pact units were 
eported being rushed to maneuvers. along 
'olantfs borders. "In the concentration and 
amp-off points, army members were 
nformed politically and militarily of the 
ipcoming combat mission," the East Ger- 
oan news agency ADN said in reporting the 
iew call-up Sunday. It did not elaborate on 
he “combat mission." 

The agency said that during meetings with 
heir Soviet counterparts. Warsaw Pact 
roops expressed their determination to use 
g means "to protect the socialist community 
nd die peaceful life of oil citizens against the 
.ttadre of imperialism,'' an often- repeated 
loviet assessment of the situation in Poland. 
ADN said the Warsaw Pact nations sent 
resh troops from "deep inside their own ter- 


ritory' to the nearly two-week-old Sqyuz-81 
maneuvers in and near Poland. It said the. 
new units included tank, rocket, artillery, 
reconnaissance and communications forces,* 
which arrived by rail' and truck under the 
coyer of jet fighiers. "The commander-in- 
chief and commanders organized the rapid 
movement of new forces with their staffs,” 
ADN said. 

Communist Party and Western diplomatic 
sources suggested, meanwhile, that the lead- 
ers of other Warsaw Pact nations might arrive 
in Prague later in tile day. A Romanian 
delegation arrived here late Saturday — 
without party chief Nicolae Ceausescu. 
Ceausescu, a Maverick in the Communist 
camp, has said Poland should be allowed to 
solve its problems without external interfer- 
ence. Romanian leaders also did not attend 
the six-nation Warsaw Pact summit meeting 
in Bratislava, Czechoslovakia, three weeks 
before the Soviet invasion there. 

In Warsaw official sources said Polish 
Communist leader Stanislaw Kania is 
expected to join Brezhnev and other Warsaw 
Pa a chiefs in Prague to reassure them abotlt 
events in Poland. The sources said that in the 
event of his at tendance at any East bloc meet- 
ing, Kania would try to convince them the 
Polish party s ability to solve its problems.

that the Islamic peace mission, which he is a 
member, submitted additional proposals to 
the March 4 peace package to both of Iran 
and Iraq, and added that the package “will 
remain the basis of the mission efforts to end 
the Iraqi- Iranian war.” 

Chatti could not meet President Saddamj 
Hussein on his visit Jo Baghdad Saturday and 
sources close to the OIC said the secretary ; 
general had to leave Baghdad for Jeddah the j 
same day because be bad other pressing 
commitment in Europe. 

The sources said they believed that Chatti 
could not meet Saddam Hussein as the Iraqi 
president was late to return from his daily 
inspection tour of the battlefront with Iran. 
The new additional proposals they added 
were then submitted to Tareq Aziz. 

In a statement to reporters upon his return 
from Baghdad Chatti said the new proposals 
were added to original peace package “in the 
light of replies of both parties.” He added 
that Iraq and Iran “will now study the new 
proposals and are expected to give theii 
replies in the next few days, and perhaps in » 
week.” 

The secretary general, who exp n 
optimism at the latest contacts with the twq 
warring countries, said the efforts of the 
Islamic goodwill mission have now enterecj 
an actual phase toward implementing the 
resolutions of the third Islamic summit to end 
the Gulf war. * j

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There was no official word in Moscow or 
here on why Brezhnev chose to attend the 
Czechoslovak meeting. As Brezhnev left 
Moscow, the Soviet Communist Party news- 
paper Premia said a “direct struggle” was 
being waged against socialism in Poland and 
“outside reactionary forces” were behind it. 
The language was almost identical to that 
used to explain the 1968 Soviet military 
intervention in Czechoslovakia. Pravda said 
the “serious threat to the foundations of 
socialist system in Poland has not passed. 
Noteworthy are the shameless attempts by 
imperialist circles at intefering in the affairs 
of the sovereign socialist state.” 

In Cairo, U.S. Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig said Sunday the Polish situation was 
more tense and a Prague meeting of Soviet 
bloc leaden could herald important Soviet 
action. 

Commenting on Brezhnev's surprise flight 
to Prague, Haig said: “I think the situation 
remains more tense than it has been. We have 
been watching Soviet military steps with 
growing concern.” 

He told reporters that a possible meeting of 
Warsaw Pact leaders in Prague “may be an 
important occasion with respect to future 
Soviet actions and respect to the Polish situa- 
tion.” 

Haig, on a Middle East tour, said Soviet 
intervention in Poland or internal repression 
would have far-reaching consequences for 
East- West relations both in scope and time. 
Aides said that if the Soviet Union did invade 
Poland, the secretary of state would immedi- - 
ately return to Washington. 

Giscard will face 
fifty-nine rivals

PARIS,, April 5 (R) — Fringe candidates in 
the .French presidential election, ranging 
from extremist party leaders to eccentrics, 
jare racing to beat Tuesday’s deadline to qua!- . 
ify.fbc-Ae first ballot on April 26. 

'* Some 60 persons have declared their wish 
to stand for president and have been chasing 
the required 500 signatures from elected offi- 
cials around the country. A flock of fringe 
candidates traditionally tries for a place in the 
first round poll to catch attention to them- 
selves or their cause, knowing there is no 
chanceof making the run-off between the top 
two candidates two weeks later. 

This year- many fringe candidates have 
accused the country’s four major parties of 
fool play through a 1 976 law which increased 
the necessary signatures from 100 to 500. 
“There’re trying to force us out, to claim the 
first-round ballot as their private reserve, 
fringe candidate Arlette Laguiller said. Miss 
Lagufller came fifth in die first round, draw- 
ing almost 600,000 votes or about 2.5 per 
cent. 

But this time, she said, it was difficult to 
qualify for a place in the presidential ballot 
The election’s watchdog body, the Constitu- 
tional Council, will announce candidates on 
Friday. “I had over 2,000 promises from 
elected officials in December but then big 
party pressure came to bear and I just made 
die total,” she said. 

The bigfour candidatesare certain to be on 
the ballot — President Giscard <fEstaing, 
Socialist leader Francois Mitterand, Gaullist 
Jacques Chirac and Communist leader 
Georges Mardhais. Former Gaullist Premier 
Michel Debre and an adviser of Ae late Pres- 
ident Georges Pompidou, Marie- France 
Garaud, are also expected to make it. 

But only about 10 persons will qualify and 
some who seemed assured of a place, such as 
ecologist Brice Lalondej admit, they are in 
trouble. The new law required Ae signatures 
to come from no less A an 30 of Ae 90-odd 
departments around Ae country. The 40,000 
elected officials in France may sign only once. 

The law was aimed at ensuring presidential 
candidates bad a reasonable national appeal 
and keeping Ae more eccentric candidates 
from compromising Ae dignity of Ae presi- 
dency. The possibility of eccentrics demand- 
ing Ae office has been highlighted by a music 
ball satirical comic called Colucbe. His 
denunciation of all major candidates has 
earned him a respectable 10 per cent in opin- 
ion polls but there is little chance of his find- 
ing Ae necessary signatures and drawing 
votes from Ae major parties. 

Editorial writers say Ae major parties are 
undermining democracy by making it nearly 
impossible for candidates such as Colucbe to 
stand. The fringe candidates often provide a 
sharp contrast to Ae major candidates or 
lend a spark of humor to the hard campaign 
issues of defence, unemployment and infla- 
tion. 

Political extremists hoping to quaHfy range 
from a Marxist- Leninist to a national front 
candidates. There are numerous regional 
candidates representing ^Corsican, Breton, 
and oAer autonomy movements. 

Others certain to lighten Ae weighty polit- 
ical issues of Ae day include Olivier Los- 
souran; who says he represents Ae world 
congress of dispersed Bretons, beggars with- 
out benefits and Ae “right to be a hum.'* 
Another candidate is Motina Aguigui who 
has taken up Ae banner of Ae movement to 
extend Parisian boulevards and Aeir colorful 
nightlife to Ae seas from Ae Atlantic coast to 
Ae China Sea.

Haig calms Israeli misgivings 

TEL AVIV, April 5 ( Agencies) — Secret- 
ary of State Alexander M. Haig sought to 
calm Israeli fears over U.S. military sales to 
Saudi Arabia by declaring Sunday Aat 
Israel's security and well-being are "central 
to American policy in Ae Middle East.” 

Haig arrived here on Ae second stop of his 
tour of key Middle East nations. Earlier, he 
conferred in Cairo wiA President Anwar 
Sadat, who voiced praise boA for Haig and 
for American foreign policy. 

Haig and oAer American officials travel- 
ing wiA him were in close touch Aroughout 
Ae day wiA events boA in Poland and in 
Lebanon, two major global trouble spots. 

Haig said on arrival at Ben Gourion he 
bore a message of friendship and admiration 
for Israel from President Ronald Reagan, 
and added Aat Ae prime goal of his visit here 
was to discuss ways of neutralizing “Ae 
Soviet threat to Ae Middle East.” 

He also reaffirmed Ae United States’ will 
to protect Israel-’ s sovereignty and security, 
and added that Sadat had told him of his 
intention to reinforce. Ae Middle East peace

Earlier in Cairo. Haig assured Sadat the 
Reagjn^tf ministration was dedicated to con- 
tinuing efforts to reach a Middle East peace 
settlement.

Haig met the president amid strong Egyp- 
tian criticism Aar Washington ivas 'putting 
regional security goals ahead of search for a 
negotiated peace. Sadat referred to some lin- 
gering differences between the two sides over 
such issues as American participation in a 
peacekeeping force to patrol Ae Sinai after 
Israel's scheduled withdrawal from Ac area 
next April. 

“I can teJI you Aat we have reached agree- 
ments in certain points and we have left to out 
aides certain points for preparation.” Sadat 
told reporters. “But as a whole, bo A of us are 
optimistic for the future.” he said.

Fever subsides 

Reagan briefed on Poland 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (R) — President 
Ronald Reagan, recovering in hospital from 
Ae bullet wound sustained A last week’s 
assassination attempt was briefed by Vice- 
President George Bush Sunday on mounting 
tension in Poland. 

The vice-president called at Ae George 
Washington University Hosptial for 10 
minutes early this morning to 611 in Reagan 
oq‘ reports from Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig, who is now on a tour of Ae Middle 
East. 

The White House spokesman said Ae 
vice-president’s briefing included Ae situa- 
tion in Poland and Ae Middle East. 

Reagan’s temperature, meanwhile, has 
returned to normal following a fever which 
developed after Monday’s assassination 
attempt. 

The White House said the president con- 
tinued to make satisfactory progress Satur- 
day. He conferred wiA aides on Ae Polish 
atuation and had visits from two secret ser- 
vice men who helped save his life. 

According to a medical bulletin, Ae 70- 
year-old president’s temperature fell Satur- 
day to 98.6 degress from a peak of 102 
degrees. Reagan talked wiA visitors and took 
several walks at Ae hospital, recovering from 
a billet wound in his left lung. 

His chief press aide James Brady, critically 
wounded by a bullet through Ae head in Ae 
assassination attempt outside a Washington 
hotel, was movpd Saturday from an intensive 
care unit to a private room in Ae hospital. 
Doctors said his condition had improved. 

Meanwhile, Ae parents erf accused presi- 
dential assailant John W. Hinckley Jr. said 
Saturday Aat Aeir 25-year-old son is “a sick 
boy," and asked Ae nation to “give him Ae 
benefit of the doubt” until Ae facts about his 
mental state are known. 

“We are joining in Ae prayers of millions 


for Ae president and Ae oAer victims and 
Aeir families," Ae Evergreen, Colorado, 
couple said in a statement released through 
Aeir son’ steam of defense lawyers here." We 
ask Aat you join us in prayers for our son 
John.” 

The cry for stronger gun control laws, has 
gained momentum m Ae U.S., but prospects 
for action appear even more slim than after 
oAer recent shootings of public figures.

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Last week Indonesia hosted a meeting of 
the cultural and economic committee, an 
offshoot of the Islamic Foreign Ministers’ 
conference, to discuss cultural and 
economic matters of the Islamic wodd. 
The outcome of the meeting will form an 
important topic of discussion for the 
upcoming Islamic Foreign Ministers’ con- 
ference in Baghdad. 

The Baghdad conference will be con- 
fronted with a number of subjects which 
bad not been completed earlier as a result 
of disagreements among conference 
members. To mention a few, the partici- 
pants will have to deal with the enforce- 
ment of the Islamic law (Sharia); the stan- 
dardization of Islamic months and the 
Islamic universities to be opened in 
Uganda and Niger. Other topics of equal 


significance, which the conference will 
have on its agenda, include the Red Cres- 
cent, the International Islamic Relief 
Committee and reinforcement of the 
Islamic Solidarity Fund enabling it to pro- 
vide better services to Islamic minorities 
in the world.

That the recent session of the cultural 
and economic committee was held in 
Jakarta is a vital indication of Indonesia's 
significant role and its positive participa- 
tion in the solution of Islamic issues. It is 
hoped that serious steps will be taken to 
bring success to the Islamic conferences 
which have so far remained below the 
level of expectations.

BAHRAIN, April 5 (R) — Saudi Arabia 
and six other Arab states discussed Sunday 
setting up a multi-million dollar foundation 
to channel money to the United Nations 
Children’s Fund (UNICEF) and other U.N. 
aid agencies. 

Prince. Talal ibn Abdul- Aziz of Saudi 
Arabia, a special envoy for UNICEF and the 
moving force behind the new foundation, 
said after tbe meeting he hoped finance 
ministers of the seven states would finally 
approve the plan at talks in Kuwait later this 
month. 

He said Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Iraq, the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar, Oman and 
Bahrain would make all their future contribu- 
tions to U.N. agencies through the new Gulf 
Arab Development Fund. 

Initial contributions to tbe foundation by 
the seven governments would total $120 to 
$130 million, less than the $200 million origi- 
nally envisaged. But Prince Talal said the 
foundation would also be collecting dona- 
tions from private companies and hoped to 
raise the full $200 million by the end of this 
year.

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Entezam trial illegal, 
says Iran’s top jurist 


ajabncws Middle East 


TEHRAN, April 5 (R) — A leading Ira- 
nian jurist bas questioned the legality of the 
trial of former Deputy Prime Minister Abbas 
Amir Entezam. 

In an open message published in Tehran 
newspapers, Teherani . called ion President 
Aholhassan Bani-Sadr to intervene in the 
trial, saying; “It is, as you know, in some 
aspects illegal." 

Teherani, widely considered the most emi- 
nent ‘“Faghi" (Islami legal expert) in Iran, is 
one of the few clergymen tolhave made public 
criticism of revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini. Entezam, who was deputy prime 
minister in the interim administration of 
Mehdi Bazargan in 1979 has said that as he 
faces political charges, his trial should be fully 
open to the public, broadcast on radio and 


television and held before a jury, not a 
revolutionary tribunal. 

Entezam is accused of espionage and 
cooperation -with the U.S. Central Intellig- 
ence Agency ( Ci A) on tbe basis of docu- 
ments alleged to have been found when milit- 
ary students stormed the U.S. embassy in 
. November, 1979. He faces a possible death 
sentence if convinced. 

Teherani said that several of Entezam's 
chief accusers had also been mentioned in 
documents found in the embassy but had not 
been charged. Hie trial began March 17 but 
only three sessions have been held so far. 

Saturday's planned hearing was canceled to 
allow time for authoritized translations of 
some disputed documents to be reported. 


Attack on Reason 


Polisario sends message to U.S. 


ALGIERS, April 5 (AP) — Muhammad 
Abdulaziz. secret ary- gen era I of the Polisario 
From fighters in the western Sahara, has sent 
a message to Washington condemning the 
'"criminal attack" on President Ronald 
Reagan and sympathizing with tbe "friendly 
American people’,’ a Polisario statement pub- 
lished here said Saturday. 

The message was sent Wednesday from 
Ha pa, in western Sahara, where the Polisario 
is fighting the Moroccan army. It said: “The 
Polisario Front joins with the American peo- 
ple and American public opinion in this dif- 


ficult moment, following the criminal attack 
on the American president and some of his 
aides”. 

"In the name of the Saharan people, we 
condmn this criminal attack and the manifesta- 
tions of terrorism and resurrection of fac- 
ism”, the message said." We share deeply the 
pain of the friendly American people". 

Algeria, which is a main backer of the 
Polisario Front, has recently shown discon- 
tent at the U.S. decision to sell battle tanks to 
Morocco, the Polisario’s opponent.

Thatcher writes to Kuwait premier 


KUWAIT, April 5 (AP) — Crown Prince 
and Prime Minister Sheikh Saad Al- 
Abdullah Al-Sabah received a message from 
Brirish Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
Saturday, but officials declined to disclose its 
contents. 

Informed sources said the message was 
believed to deal with clarifications on 
Thatchers recent remarks about the Rapid 
Dbpioyraent Force. The British leader had 
sneered the Arabs when she reportedly sup- 
ported the U.S. idea of setting up a military 


force for possible intervention in the Gulf 
region to combat Soviet influence, if need be. 
British Defense Secretary John Nott toured 
the Gulf countries earlier this week and tried 
to allay Arab fears by saying that Britain 
would never send forces to the Gulf against 
the will of the governments of the region. 

The force, proposed by the United States 
to defend Western interests in tbe Gulf, was 
opposed by several Arab countries, all of 
them holding the view that the defease of the 
Gulf is the responsibility of the Arabs them- 
selves.

TEHRAN, April 5 ( Agencies) — At least 
one person was trilled and two were wounded 
in clashes between supporters of the 
Mujahedeen organization and revolutionary 
guards near the Caspian Sea resort of Ramsar 
Thursday, a guards spokesman said Sunday. 

He told Reuters by telephone the fighting 
broke out in the village of Katalem, four 
kilometers from Ramsar, after some 200 
Mujahedeen supporters began stoning a pat- 
rol car of the revolutionary guards. He said 
the guards had gone to Katalem to identify 
"suspicious elements." 

The spokesman added the victim was killed 
by a stray bullet when the guards were forced 
to shoot into the air to disperse the demons- 
trators. Security officials in Ramsar said the 
protestors later burnt a book shop belonging 
to a rival Islamic faction supporting tile 
guards. 

The paper Mixon reported Sunday that a 
total of 1,402 "martyrs" killed by counter- 
revolutionaries or Iraqi troops have been 
buried in the Behesht-Zara cemetery south 
of Tehran during the past 12 months.

Police believe the bullets were fired from a 
nine- millimeter Hungarian pistol, since 
ammunition for a similar gun was found in a 
nearby street after the attack. Responsibility 
was claimed by an Armenian organization.

Guns boom 


BEIRUT, April 5 (Agencies) — Fighting 
of varying intensity flared into a fifth. day 
between Syrian peacekeeping forces and 
rightwing Christian militia warriors in Leba- 
non Sunday and police reported 149 have 
been killed and about 500 wounded. 

The Lebanese government of President 
Elias Sarkis and Prime Minister Shafik Waz- 
zan telephoned Lebanon's political leaders in 
an effort to bring about a ceasefire along 
Beirut's Green Line and in east Lebanon’s 
city of Zahle, officials reported. 

Guns roared across the five kms dividing 
line from both the Syrian-manned Muslim 
side and the Christian side controled by regu- 
lar Lebanese army units and militia men of 
the Phalange party. Communiques from the 
Syrian-dominated Arab Deterrent Forces 
(ADF), which polices a four-year-old civil 
war armistice in Lebanon, asserted its fire 
was concentrated against rightist militia posi- 
tions, and not to the Lebanese army. 

The Lebanese command said regular 
forces on the mid-dty Green-Line were 
“returning fire directed against them from 
the other side," without mentioning the 
Syrians or their nationalist Muslim suppor- 
ters by name.

for fifth day in Lebanon 


Famine may affect 4m Sudanese 


by Lebanon’s state radio during the night 
failed to bring an end to the hostilities. But 
the artillery was sporadic overnight and in the 
morning. Thousands of families close to the 
mid-city frontline spent the night in cellars, 
basements and bomb shelters set up during 
the 1975-76 civil war. 

Phabngists and their Muslim nationalist 
■and Palestinian opponents in the civil war 
proclaimed 54 ceasefires, but none took hold 
in the 19-momh conflict that claimed more 
than 37,000 lives. The war was smothered by 
the Syrians in November of 1976 and have 
since been maintaining a 22,000- man army in 
Lebanon to oversee the armistice. 

Police and the Phalangist ‘‘Voice of Leba- 
non" radio station said Syrian troops and 
tanks ringing Zahle exchanged heavy fire 
with the city’s Phalangist garrison as efforts 
continued to implement a four-point agree- 
ment worked out 48 hours ago to enforce a 
ceasefire. The agreement rails fora ceasefire, 
entry of a Lebanese regular force to the city 
to take up security duties from Phalangists, 
the evacuation of all Phalangist non-native 
militiamen and granting Syrian forces full 
control over the Zahle section of the interna- 
tional highway that links eastern Lebanon 
with the Syrian border, official sources 
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reported. 

The accord, worked out by government 
representatives and Syrian command offic- 
ers, provides for the Syrians to lift their siege 
of the dty of 200,000 inhabitants (48 kms) 
east of Beirut ) 5 days after the ceasefire takes 
hold and die rest of the terms are carried out. 

In Zahle, residents started their fifth day 
without water and electricity. Families have 
been hiding in bomb shelters during a Syrian 
bombardment of the town. 

Meanwhile, Monday Morning, an English 
language weekly said Lebanon's U.N. 
ambassador proposed a mixed Arab-U-N. 
peacekeeping force to replace Syrian forces. 

“I think we’ve never been nearer to parti- 
tion in Lebanon than we are today,’* Ambas- 
sador Ghassan Tueni told the magazine Sun- 
day.” What has been happening today is not 
only reminiscent of 1975 and 1978 but, given 
the passage of time and the expectations that 
were allowed to develop, Lebanon now finds 
itself at the limits of survival.” 

The clashes which began five days ago have 
left 149 persons killed and 300 others 
injured. 

Tueni suggested a replacement of the 
Syrian force, functioned by the Arab League 
as the "Arab Deterrent Force,” by a mixed 
force of Arab and U.N. troops. He added to 
simply propose its replacement by U.N. 
peacekeeping force is an oversimplification 
of the issue at stake. What we must- develop is 
a “ mix” of a more diversified Arab force with 
U.N. troops within a comprehensive security 
plan that will allot an ever-growing role in 
Lebanon's own armed forces.” 

Tueni said we upheld the view that the 
Palestinian problem was at the root of the 
Lebanese crisis. "There has been a prevailing 
logic in the Lebanese war That this whole 
crisis and the ensuing war were caused by the 
Palestinians' revolution and their struggle 
from the south of regain their right to self- 
determination, which was often conductive to 
abuses in other areas of Lebanon and con- 
flicts with the Lebanese state and various 
Lebanese parties. "If this logic is correct, and 
indeed it is, then the natural conclusion is that 
the evolution of the war, including the injec- 
tion of the Arab Deterrent Forces and the 
ensuing alignments and re-alignments, crises 
and counter-crises are so many facets of the 
same question.” 

“ What Lebanon has suffered is beyond its 
tolerance. The very heavy toll would have 
been acceptable if we were convinced that this 
war was really conducive to a just and lasting 
peace in the area ... what is at stoke now, 
more than ever, is our ability to remain one 
state and one people,” Tueni said. 

In Washington, the State Department said 
Saturday the United States is making dip- 
lomatic efforts to help to stop the fighting in 
Lebanon. But the department would not 
comment on a suggestion by right-wing 
Phalangist radio in Beirut that the United 
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States had made a-direcr offer of help to the 
Lebanese government. 

The radio said two international powers 
had placed their resources at the disposal of 
jhe Lebanese government and that this 
information had been passed to President 
Elias Sarkis by U.S. Ambassador John 
Gunther Dean at a meeting Saturday. 

In Amman, the president of he Interna- 
tional Committee of Red Cross (ICRC)* 
Alexander Hay, Sunday appealed to all fac- 
tions in Lebanon to stop fighting and agree to 
a peaceful solution. 

Opening the first Arabic seminar on inter- 
national law, he said: “ In the name of human- 
ity. I appeal to all those figting in Lebanon to 
stop this senseless killing immediately,” "Let 
us all put an end to this t ragedy and save the 
countless human lives lost everyday.” 

In Tel Aviv, Israel issued a veiled warning 

to Syria Sunday that it might intervene 
militarily in Lebanon unless massive Syrian 
attacks on Israel's Christian allies there stop- 
ped. Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir told 
Israel radio: "Israel cannot sit idly by with 
folded arms and be apathetic to the massacre 
of Lebanon's civilians by the Syrians.” 

Shamir said Israel was in contact with the 
United States and other friendly countries 
about Lebanon and had told them that it 
“views with great concern the wild attacks of 
th Syrian army together with the Palestinian 
commandos on Lebanon's Christian citi- 
zens.'’ 

In Damascus, PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat met Syrian President Hafez Assad and 
informed sources there said they discussed 
the situation in Lebanon. Syrian officials said 
Presdient Assad received a message from 
French leader Valery Giscard D'Estaing 
about the Middle East situation and Leba- 
non.

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FORD’S MISSION IN CHINA 

Former U.S. President Ford was sent recently to 
China by President Reagan in a mission concerning 
the future of Formosa (Nationalist China). He was 
soon followed by Lord Carrington, the British fore- 
ign minister, on the paralleled mission of discussing 
the future of the British colony of Hong Kong. Both 
visitors had the aim of working out the least 
troublesome arrangement with Peking over these 
two areas, given the changes in the international 
scene. 

The Western envoys to Peking found their hosts 
in a quieter mood than usual, especially where it 
concerned the Soviet Unions stance on Poland. 
This development is in contrast to the strong attacks 
launched on the Soviets last summer, and might be 
explained by Moscow’s careful tuning of its handl- 
ing of the Polish crisis to the sensitivities of 
Washington, London and Peking. Alternatively, 
some think Peking’s relative quiet the result of 
Washington’s and London’s strong attack on the 
Soviets. Peking, therefore, is quite happy to let the 
West get on with this, and is worried only when the 
Western allies appear quiescent. 

Peking's stand on Nationalist China and Hong 
Kong takes into account what the Soviets will do 
after the Polish crisis blows away (or up) — and it is 
this that accounts for the apparent success of both 
Lhe Carrington and Ford missions.

Reagan’s 
risky game in 
North Africa

CAIRO — 

The Pentagon's decision to sell advanced Mfifl 
tanks to Morocco, despite Algerian opposition, is a 
demonstration of the careful diplomatic calcula- 
tions that nowadays have to he made in supporting 
King Ha&san. a long-time American ally in North 
Africa. 

Negotiations to sell the tanks started late last 
year, but were briefly suspended to avoid annoying 
Algeria, which at the time was acting as a go- 
between in efforts to release the American hostages 
held in Iran. The 108 tanks will replace Morocco’s 
obsolete Russian armour that has proved such an 
easy target for the hit-and-run tactics of Polisario 
men fighting for the independence of the mineral- 
rich Western Sahara, formerly a Spanish colony. 

When Spain withdrew from the territory in 1976, 
it was ceded in two parts to Morocco and 
Mauritania. The Mauritanians withdrew their claim 
in 1979 after signing a peace treaty with the 
Polisario. who are supported with arms and cash by 
Algeria and Libya. Operating from bases inside 
Algeria, as well as from Western Sahara itself, the 
Polisario have scored successive victories against 
the Moroccan Army. However, despite major bat- 
tlefield losses. Moroccan public opinion remains 
solidly in favour of retaining the entire Western 
Sahara. 

In the past 12 months, King Hassan has asked the 
United States for tanks, armored cars and planes. 
Washington's decision to supply tanks is regarded 
as the minimum required to sustain Hassan in 
power and prevent him or his successors from turn- 
ing to the Russians. A fuller response from 
Washington could have destroyed the improvin g 
U.S. relarionswith Algeria. American diplomats say 
the 'Sadatization' of Algerian President Chadli 
Benjedid started at least a year ago. 

They note with satisfaction his pursuit of more 
libera] policies at home, which indude opening up 
the economy for f oreign private investments, as 
well as greater tolerance toward political dissidents. 
Abroad, he has been deddeefly more friendly to the 
West. When the A1 Asnam earthquake struck last 
year, relief aid from the United States and its allies 
was warmly welcomed by the Algerian government. 

American diplomats are accordingly anxious that 
these improved relations should not suffer because 
of conflicting attitudes toward Morocco and the 
Polisario. 

The ideal solution, in the view of some observers, 
would be for a territorial compromise over V'sstern 
Sahara, with Morocco retaining control or, say, the 
northern half of the territory. The remaining half 
could then emerge as an independent republic. 

Such a compromise would require flexibility on 
the part of the Moroccans, the Algerians and not 
least the Polisario fighters themselves. The flexibil- 
ity could well begin with the Algerians, who favor 
an honorable end to the war so that they can get on 
with their economic development at home. 

A satisfactory end to the Sahara war would also 
block the political ambitions of Libya's Col. Qad- 
dafi who is trying to bring the Polisario under his 
exclusive protection. (ONS). 


Nuclear plant generates controversy in West Germany

BONN — 

At a distant spot oh the marshy meadows of the 
Elbe river in northern West Germany, set beside a 
lighthouse and grazing cows, are the b eginnin gs of a 
1 .4 million kilowatt nuclear power plant that so far 
has generated nothing except controversy. 

A specially dug moat, reinforced by a metal fence 
crowned with barbed wire, encircles the 75-acre 
area near the one-pub village of Brokdotf where 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt — along with the pro- 
growth forces of West German business and indus- 
try — would like to see the $1 >25 billion project 
completed. But the moat and fence testify to the 
fierce tempers and violent protest that the atomic 
plant has drawn. 

In the midst of a recession that can be traced in 
large part to the sharply higher price of oil imports, 
opposition to nuclear power here might have been 
expected to diminish. Yet in a decision that piled 
political embarrassment for Schmidt on top of deep 
frustration for Bonn's energy program, the Ham- 
burg city senate- has decided to postpone con- 
struction of the project for another three years. 

While the Hamburg action may eventually be 
circumvented by alternative financial or political 
means, it represents a sharp rebuff to the Bonn 
government’s hopes of reducing dependency on 
imported energy through the limited building of 
nuclear power plants. Moreover, it suggests that 
Bonn's energy policy — rather fuzzily articulated at 
the national level lately — may not be pushed 
through coherently at the local leveL Ibis has 
revived doubts about West Germany’s ability to 
wean itself from oiL 

The increased cost of oil has contributed to 
Bonn's external payments defidt which, in turn, has 


weakened the deutschemark and prompted the cen- 
tral bank to keep interest rates relatively high to 
draw capital. But high interest rates have oontri-. 
buted to the slowing of an already weakened 
economy. 

Despite the evident economic urgency of cutting 
oil imports, nuclear power continues to run into 
determined resistance from a politically sophisti- 
cated corps of environmental groups, bolstered by 
legions of farmers in the rural areas where a number 
of die new atomic projects are to be located. Com- 
plicating the West German nuclear story is a com- 
plex licensing system involving a bureaucratic web 
of state and federal agencies whose rulings are chal- 
lengeable in the courts. 

West Germany has 14 nuclear power plants in 
operation, providing 3.6 per cent of the country’s 
primary energy needs. Another 10 are awaiting a 
construction permit — some have been waiting 
more than five years. Aside from the billions of 
dollars already invested in the blocked plants, the 
West German nucl ear industry is fearful of losing its 
international competitive edge — not least of all to 
the neighboring French, who have pursued an 
ambitious atomic development program with rela- 
tively little interference. 

Many Germans feel future success in exports 
depends on mastery in such high-technology fields 
as nudear energy. The chief responsibility for inac- 
tion on nuclear energy rests with the Bonn govern- 
ing coalition. The partner Social Democrats and 
free Democrats both in dude influential antinuclear 
factions that have inhibited the government from 
setting atomic power as a dear priority. 

Although Schmidt is known to favor strongly the 
development of atomic power, ' be was moved to 
moderate his personal position in last November's 
policy dedaration setting forth bis govemmenfs 


aims for the next four years. He said then: ~THe 
Federal government refuses to pursue, the 
development of nudear energy without ifs and buts. 
One cannot simply force nudear energy down peo- 
ple’s throats — its development necessitates. a 
broad democratic consensus." 

Nevertheless, it had been hoped by the leader- 
ship in Bonn that positive action on the Brokdorf 
plant would break the logjam. Instead, the project 
has become a bone of contention within Schmidf s 
Social Democratic Party, aggravating an already 
serious rift 

Brokdorf is accustomed to conflict. When con- 
struction on the project began in October 1976, 
demonstrators tried to occupy the site in what 
became one of the biggest and most violent antinuc- 
lear confrontations in the movement's experience, - 
In February 1977, building activity was halted by an 
administrative court pending fulfillment of certain 
conditions — among them, further provision for 
disposal of nudear wastes. 

With those conditions since fulfilled, the Ham- 
burg senate reconsidered the project — which is 
owned jointly by the city’s electridty works and by 
Nordwcstdeutsche Kraftwerke, a subsidiary of 
Veba, West Germany’s largest company. Mayor 
Hans Ulrich defied Schmidt, who is also from Ham- 
burg and a member of the same party, by opposing 
development of the Brokdorf plant Ulrich argued 
that his city, which already draws 30 per amt of its 
energy from atomic plants, would become too 
dependent on nudear power. 

Faced by this show of rebel strength, the National 
Party leadership mustered a weak response. , 
It reiterated the party’s energy policy that 
placed energy- saving measures and greater use of 
coal above the development of atomic energy.. 
The Christian Democrats, who rule in the state of

Al Riyadh gave lead prominence to the 
explosive situation prevailing in Beirut, while Al 
Bilad said in a lead story, quoting Iranian President 
AboLhassan Bani-Sadr, that the Islamic Goodwill 
Committee has made headway in its efforts to end 
the armed conflict between Iran and Iraq. Al 
Medina highlighted in its lead King Khaled* s mes- 
sage to the Ruler of Qatar, dealing with the streng- 
thening of bilateral relations and coordination in 
industrial fields. The message was delivered in 
Doha Saturday by Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi, minister of 
industry and electridty. 

frontpaged West German Finance Minis- 
ter's call on his country to respond to Saudi Arabia’ s 
request for the supply of Leopard tanks. Newspap- 
ers gave frontpaged coverage to a meeting of the 
Central Hajj Committee which was held in Jeddah 
Saturday, under the chairmanship of Interior Minis- 
ter Prince Naif, to discuss the possibility of reinforc- 
ing tents against fire during the Pilgrimage season 
this year. 

Newspapers also gave page one play to a state- 
matt by Habib Chatti, secretary general of the 
Organization of tiie Islamic Conference (OIC), who 
said after his return from Tehran and Baghdad that 
the Islamic Goodwill Committee ha* submitted its 
fresh proposals to the two countries which have 


shown their desire for peace. In a page one story , Al 
Jadrah quoted Minister of Defense and Aviation 
Prince Sultan as saying he would discuss ways of 
developing cooperation with the French Defense 
Minister during the latter’s visit to the Kingdom. 

In an editorial, Al Medina focused light on the 
meeting of the Central Hajj Committee which was 
held in Jeddah to discuss protective measures for 
pilgrim tents during the Hajj season. Hie paper 
commended Prince Naif s persistent efforts to 
improve pilgrim services and said the state provides 
all resources and moral efforts to provide comfort 
to the pilgrims so they can perform their religious 
obligations in spiritual peace and tranquility. 

Discussing the Iraq-Iran armed conflict, Al BUad 
noted that Iran's appreciation of the goodwill com- 
mittee’s peace-keeping role reflects its desire to 
reach a peaceful settlement. While Iran has shown a 
positive response to the goodwill committee’s task, 
Baghdad also has not lagged behind in extending its 
cooperation to the committee, the paper said. 

Al Jaxriah dealt with the situation in Lebanon 
and said that secret Israeli and other forces have 
been projecting Saad Haddad and BeshirGemayel 
as the Trojan horses who have contributed to the 
worsening of the situation in the country. The paper 
regretted the absence of Arab unanimity which 
could not save Lebanon from the present conflagra- 
tion. Ever since the dvil war broke out in Lebanon, 
no Arab group has been able to extricate this coun-

cerned, the paper said. The situation in Lebanon is a 
curse impeding every positive step in the Arab 
world/with the exception of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council which came into being with the spirit and 
determination of the people of the Gulf themselves, 
it added. 

On the same subject, Al Riyadh felt convinced 
that Lebanon would not know peace and stability 
unless Israel stops supporting its agents in Lebanon 
and elsewhere. As regards Israel, the paper said it 
might reap the desired harvest th rough the destruc- 
tion of Lebanon but, in the long range, it will not be 
able to continue in its policy of terrorism for ever. 

Also concerned with the Lebanese situation, Al 
Nadwa welcomed the Lebanese govemmenfs 
statement that it would take all measures to ensure 
the country's unity and security. But it wanted to 
know what method the government would adopt to 
tackle the deteriorating situation.

“You don't go out and try to 
shove yourself forward a lot. You don't try to 
complicate the life of the president or exacer- 
bate staff difficulties. You never surrender 
your inner self, but you don’t go highlighting 
differences, saying “I think you made a big 
mistake on this one, I really feel my wisdon is 
such that if 1 were doing it...’ It's just a dumb 
thing to do. I'm not going to do it.” 

Bush acknowledges his debt to his Democ- 
ratic predecessor. Mondale. “ Mondale set a 
very good pattern — m fact, we've kind of 
followed along most of the waters he’s 


charted,*' said Bush, who now enjoys Mon- 
dale's precedent-setting perquisites: A 
weekly lunch with the president, a permanent 
White' House office, and access to all of the 
president? s intelligence briefings materials. 

Bush has even taken such access a step 
further, attending "Reagan’s national security 
briefings cadi morning instead of simply 
reading Ihe briefing papers. Bush turns aside 
any suggestion dial he may be thinking about 
a day when he might replace Reagan, who at 
69, was the oldest man ever elected presi- 
dent. 

“People say ‘you're vice president You're 
one heartbeat away. You think about that?’ 
the answer is no, and nobody believes it,” 
Bush said. “If l do a good job, if 1 do what I 
set out to do, dial’s the way you perform in 
life and don’ t worry about those other tilings. 
“Don’t think about the future politically. 
That’s the best way to do everything, it seems 
to me — just try to do what Tm doing now. 
And that means supporting the president, or 
if something happened to him, you do any- 
thing else (you have to do).” 

But Bush does not seem to miss, as aides 
said Mondale did, the actual power to make 
policy decisions and impl eaten r them . “ If you 
did nothing else but get the nuances of foreign 
policy, can you imagine anything more inter- 
esting?” said Bush, who once served as the 
UJS. ambassador to the United Nations and 
as envoy to Peking. 

“Reading the intelligence (reports), trying 
to figure out what this and that means, and 
then being able to do something about it by 
giving advice, or chairing a committee or tak- 
ing an initiative — it’s fanatic,’’ be said. 
Although Bush expects to preside over the 
Senate only rarely, like other recent vice pres- 
idents, he has been visiting with the Senate's 
new Republican leadership about once a 
week. 

“I go up there with (Senate top leader) 
Howard Baker, dose to every Tuesday, meet 
with the (committeejchairmen at his meet- 
ing. just sit there, and go to the policy tun? 
cheon and keep up with the legislation.” 
Bush said. “They can tell me things they 
wouldn't want to tell some guy who's maybe 
lobbying (for the Reagan administration 
policies) on the Hill. So then I cun go back 
and say to the president “here’s the way this 
thing is shaping up.” 


Wind and water carry away soil fertility

• CHICAGO, (R) — Erosion is stripping 
: way fertile farmland at an alarming rate and 
- nreatening the future of the United States as 
. .he food granary of the world. Concerned 
onsetvationists estimate that at least five bil- 
-.on tons of precious topsoil-are bemgcarrktf «; 
iff by wind and water every year. 

“Ten yeats from now. Americans could be 
just as worried over the loss of prime farm- 
lands as they are today over the shortages of 
oil and gasoline," according to one conser- 
. vationist. In addition to erosion losses, 1.2 
. million hectares of farmland are gobbled up 
■ every year by urban sprawl as cities and towns 
spread and the U.S. population, now more 
. . than 225 million, continues to rise. 

_ U.S. Agriculture Secretary John Block 
calls it “a crisis in the making" and is urging 
' . Americans to avert a return to the “dust 
bowl" days of the early 1930s. “Failure to 
. control sod erosion on American farms and 
ranches could double the cost of producing 
food over the next 50 years.” says Anson 
Bertrand, director of science and education 
• in the U.S. Department of Agriculture (US- 
DA). 

. Department experts say the growing need 
' "or food crops to meet increasing domestic 
, m'd export demands could result in a major 
" ihift in American agriculture by die turn of 
he century. Given the continuing loss of 
Topland to erosion and urban development, 
hey think more of the grasslands now used 
.’ or raising cattle will have to go under the 
>lough to feed a hungry world. 

"There's no other way we can meet an 


anticipated 65 to 80 per cent increase in 
demand for U.S. agricultural products in the 
next 20 years,” says one government official. 
A recent USDA report warns that yields of 
maize and soyabeans in the rich mideastfarm 
states could drop as mush as 30 per cent in the 
next- half-century unless erosion is checked. 

, Maize and soyabeans arc the two chief feed , 
ingredients to produce meat, dairyfoods and 
poultry. They, along with wheat, are also the 
most important U.S. grain exports. The three 
crops account for about 60 per cent of total 
U.S. agricultural exports. Ia 1979 soyabean 
exports earned $7.5 billion, maize $6.7 bil- 
lion, and wheat $4.8 billion. 

Countries which depend heavily on 
American grains include the Soviet Union, 
China, Japan, the Netherlands, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Egypt Taiwan, South Korea and 
Mexico. 

Conservationists partly blame the export 
boom in crops for the erosion problem. As 
export prices soared in the 1970s, the gov- 
ernment stopped paying farmers to keep land 
idle as a way of preventing grain surpluses 
and disrupting markets. 

Farmers increased acreage and often 
raised two crops a year instead of one. Land 
never before tilled was hastily planted and 
soil conservation techniques largely ignored. 
Now economists and agronomists worry that 
some farmers may have mortgaged their 
future for the sake of quick profits. 

Dr. Min Amemiya, an Iowa agronomist, 
says technological progress has masked the 
adverse effects of erosion because improved 
fertilisers and seed strains boosted yields. 
“The farmers see they are gening bigger and 


better crops and wonder what we are making 
a fuss about,” he laments. 

“If s hard to get them to look 20 years 
down the road and take steps now to make 
sure they will still have land to farm." The last 
national survey in 1977 estimated nearly 60 
percent of America’s 165 million hectares of 
cropland and 75 percent of the 216 million 
hectares of grazing rangeland needed conser- 
vation measures. 

The heaviest losses were from erosion 
caused by water runoff from rains and melt- 
ing snows. These were put at 2.5 billion tons 
of topsoil per year. Wind erosion was esti- 
mated at about a billion tons a year. 

The survey showed that much prime crop- 
land was affected, notably the rich farm states 
of Iowa and Illinois, which between them 
produce more than one third of America's 
corn and soyabeans. The soil conservation 
service, which conducted the survey, sets the 
tolerable erosion limit at five tons per .40 
hectare per year — equal to a thin layer of 
topsoil. 

In Iowa, the erosion rate was 9.9 tons, and 
in Illinois, the erosion loss was estimated at 
6.7 tons. Id the fertile palouse basin covering 
parts of Washington state, Oregon and 
Idaho, erosion averaged a frightening 50 to 
100 tons an acre and was as high as 150 tons 
in some places. 

Along the Mississippi, some 40 tons per 
acre of precious soil in Western Tennessee 
were wasted into the river and eventually 
down into the Gulf of Mexico. Wind erosion 
has been especially severe the last few 
months in the northern prairie states, because 
of a dry winter.

American teenagers gamble with their lives

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — The red and 
white Cessna 182 taxied to tile main runway 
at the El Dorado. Ark., airport, revued its 
engines and began picking up speed for 
takeoff. The plane was headed for Little 
Rock. Before it got 30 feet off the ground, the 
aircraft dipped back to earth, shearing off ihe 
nose gear. As the plane skidded down the 
runway, sparks ignited leading fuel and the 
Cessna burst into flames. 

The plane's three occupants ran from ihe 
burning wreckage. James Ward. 18, later told 
police "that the iil-fated takeoff in August 
1979 was his first attempt at firing. He siad 
that neither of his passengers — one 15 and 
one 18 — had ever flown a plane. A bizarre 
case last month near San Diego involving a 
15-year-old youngster, his stepfather, his 
mother, and two neighbors still has federal 
authorities shaking their heads. The Teen- 
ager, who had never flown before, crashed a 
twin-engine Piper on takeoff, killing all five 
people aboard. 

During 1978 and 1979 — the most recent 
years for which statistics are available — fed- 
eral authorities said that nearly 40 people 
died, in plane crashes involving pilots who 
were flying for the first time or without valid 
pilot’s licenses or proper training. The FAA 
requires a minimum of 40 hours flying time 
before a person can be issued a private pilot's 
certificate, which permits him to take passen- 
gers along on non-commercial flights. 

FAA officials say it ususally takes 12 to 15 
hours of instruction before a person is ready 
to make a solo flight. It is not always children 
who try to fly without experience, according 
to records at the National Transportation 
Safety Board and die Federal Aviation 
Administration. Many cases involve adults 
who take too literally the notion that “if you 
can drive a car, you can fly a plane.” 

Others stem from former pilots who, 
after years away from flying, decide to take a 
plane up without refreshing their skills. The 
problem appears to be growing. In Phoenix, 
Jimmy Trout, 26, climbed into a Cessna 140 
one night in 1978. After a shaky takeoff that 
nearly ended in a crash, the aircraft was spot- 
ted buzzing a power plant. 

At 1 a.m., nearly an hour after the flight 
began, the plane was seen flying low over a 
house in Buckeye, Ariz., 23 miles west of 
Phoenix. Witnesses told federal investigators 
that the pilot had made several passes over 
the home, gunning the engine and yelling 
incoherently from an open cockpit window. 

Then the plane stalled and fell to earth. 


killing Trout. Authorities said t* at there were 
no records to indicate that Trout had ever 
flown before. Those arc only a few examples 
among hundreds filed away in government 
computers of would- he pilot*- w ho attempted 
to fly without formal instruction or uncer- 
tified pilots who flew aircraft they were not 
familiar with. 

The more fortunate manage to get the 
planes in the air and back to earth safely. 
Such was the case last November in Dallas, 
when three teen-agers took a twin- engine 
Piper Seneca at Love Field. Air traffic con- 
troller Don Elfcr, who cleared the Piper to 
taxi for takeoff, said he realized that some- 
thing was wrong minutes after the plane left 
the runway. It never gained proper altitude 
and it took a couple of wrong turns once it 
was airborne. 

Bur Elfer said he had no way of knowing 
that the high-performance aircraft was being 
piloted by a 15-year-old who was flying for 
the first time. He had taken two of his friends 
alone forth e ride.” He sounded like a profes- 
sional,” Elfer said. “Actually, the youngster 
had good technique on the radio, a lot better 
than many of the certified pilots we deal with. 
He never sounded a bit excited.” 

During the brief flight, authorities said, the 
plane came dose to a commerdal jetliner, 
flew so low that it almost hit the tops of office 
buildings, and after one abortive attempt to 
land, flew between Hangare at Love Field. 
Elfer virtually talked the youngsters and the 
twin-engine plane down for a landing. It took 
three tries. On the last pass, the air traffic 
controller told the would-be pilot to cut the 
power — the plane bounced on the runway 
several times and finally came to rest. 

“He did not even know how to turn the 
plane when it was on the ground," Elfer said. 
“Eventually. I told him to shut down the 
engines and airporr security was dispatched 
to retrieve the plane.” The youngster told 
police that they had taken an aviation course 
at their high school. Authorities said that the 
15-year-old at the controls had previously 
flown with bis father, a corporate pilot. 

The amateur pilots in Dallas were among 
the lucky ones. 

Accidents involving first-time pilots or 
those flying without licenses killed 38 people 
in 1978 and 1979, according to the National 
Transportation Safety Board. Nineteen 
others were seriously injured. There were 80 
accidents nationwide involving inexperi- 
enced or uncertificated pilots during the two 
years. 

In addition to the NTSB data, the FAA 
said it had taken action against 350 persons 


who were flying without licenses or proper 
training between 1975 and 1979. Those inci- 
dents did not result in accidents. FAA statis- 
tics showed a dramatic increase last year in 
the number of aviation crushes involving 
uncertified pilots. 

Although its accident data is not as com- 
plete as the NTSB's, the FAA listed 13 such 
crashes in 1979, said Ernest Ouelctic. an 
official at the FAA’s computer center in 
Oklahoma city. In 1980. he said, the jgency 
listed 25 accidents involving unlicensed 
pilots. 

“That is a sudden increase.” he said. “1 
can’t give you an answer as to why this is 
happening."FAA and NTSB officials agreed 
that inexperienced people attempting to fly in 
today's crowded skies pose a problem, but 
they add that it appears to be minimal when 
compared to 4,000 general avaition accidents 
each year that kill more than 1 .000 people. 

“The first thing we should do is take 
everyone in the United States and put them at 
the controls with an experienced pilot,” said 
Charles Spence, vice president of the 
25. 000- member Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
Association. 

“If they did that for 10 minutes they 
would not go up by themselves until they had 
proper training," Spence said. He laid some 
of the blame on aircraft salesmen who give 
the old pitch, “if you can drive a car. you can 
fly a plane.” 

For the most part, Spence said, the idea is 
not that far-fetched. He said that if one had 
the "motor skills" to drive a car, most likely 
they would have the ability to fly an airplane. 
“But when you oversimplify it, some people 
get the idea that flying isn't that difficult.” he 
said. “Would-be pilots begin thinking they 
can do it because they once were allowed to 
take the controls of a plane or they read 
“Tailspin Tommy’ when they were young or 
watched " Sky King' on television.” 

A tittle experience can also prove very 
dangerous. That was the case in Fort Pierce. 
Fla., when a man with an expired student 
pilot’s certificate talked his friend into go^g 
flying with him. After taking off in a Piper 
they made several low passes over the pilot's 
nearby home. On the third pass, the plane 
entered a steep dive and one wing smashed 
into a palm tree, killing both the pilot and 
passenger. 

With a total of one hours' training, a 36- 
year-old pilot in Fort Scott, Kan. took off in a 
Cessna 172 with two passengers. On the ini- 
tial climb, the plane stalled and went into a 
tailspin. The pilot was killed and the two pas- 
sengers were seriously injured.

Marcos predicts 
landslide 4-1 vote 


MANILA, April 5 (Agencies) President 
Ferdinand Marcos has predicted a landslide 
4-to-l vote for proposed constitutional 
amendments that could mean his re-election 
as a powerful president for at least another six 
years. Marcos, in power since 1966, made the 
prediction Saturday in an interview with local 
reports during a campaign tour of Cebu, the 
biggest Philippine dty outside Manila, the

government radio reported. 

Accompanied by his equally powerful wife 
Imelda, Marcos flew to Cebu in the central 
Philippines to campaign for “yes" votes in the 
April 7 plebiscite. Marcos called the plebis- 
cite to ratify a package of amendments that 
would pave the way for the Philippines’ first 
presidential election in 1 2 years. 

The amendments call for a popularly 
elected president who will have the power to 
choose the prime minister in a parliamentary 
system and who will be immune from lawsuits 
for “official acts" even beyond his term. The 
presidential tenure is set at six years with no 
limit on the number of times he can be re- 
elected. 

Marcos told a Cebu political rally he w ill 
immediately convene the interim parliament 
to session in order to set the election for June 
7 if the "yes" votes win. Marcos told repor- 
ters a government random survey forecast a 
4-to-l nationwide "yes’* vote, according to 
the government radio. 

However the six major parties in the 
Unified Democratic Opposition (UNIDO), 
allege such massive support will be the result 
of a rigged vote. "Honest and clean” count- 
ing would give them the edge, they maintain. 
The UNIDO has planned a mass "noise bar- 
rage" Monday night throughout metropoli- 
tan Manila to show the extent of opposition 


to the president’s plans. A similar protest 
three years ago brought tens of thousands on 
to the streets. 

But while campaigning for rejection of the 
amendments, the UNIDO may not go so far 
as to ignore the result by not fielding a candi- 
date against Marcos on June 7. However the 
roost prominent opposition figure, Ex-Sen. 
Benigno Aquino, is disqualified by his age, 
two years under the required minimum of SO. 
Tuesday’s referendum is the country’s first 
voting exercise since Marcos lifted martial 
law on Jan. 17 while angering the opposition 
by retaining overwhelming personal power. 

Bangladesh to settle 
water issue with India 

DACCA, April 5 (AFP) — Bangladesh 
and India have decided to settle their dispute 
over sharing the waters of the Ganges River 
on a long-term basis through a dialogue at the 
"high political ievef according to an agree- 
ment signed here. The agreement, signed at 
the end of a three-day review meeting bet- 
ween Bangladesh Irrigation Minister Kazi 
and his visiting Indian counterpart Rao 
Birendra Singh, said a settlement would be 
only through a meeting at the "high political 
lever’ . 

The Ganges dispute had become a bone of 
contention between the two neighbors since 
1974 when India commissioned a bridge 
across the river in it West Bengal state which 
controls water flow of the Ganges toward 
Bangladesh. Singh, who led a 14-man delega- 
tion at the talks, left for New Delhi Saturday. 

Munich protesters 
clash with police 

MUNICH, April 5 ( AP) — Fourteen per- 
sons have been arrested and several police 
officers slightly injured in dashes here follow^ 
mg a demonstration of some 2,000 persons 
supporting bousing occupations, police 
reported. 

The demonstration began peacefully 
Saturday afternoon, authorities reported, but 
some partidpants became more violent after 
police asked to see identity papers, officials 
said. Several persons were arrested after they 
attacked observers with beer bottles, police 
reported. 

Tbe demonstration was held to support the 
movement in several large West German 
cities where abandoned buildings have been 
taken over by squatters to protest serious 
housing shortages.

Snuff increases 
cancer risk , 

U.S. study finds 

BOSTON, April 5 (AP) — The growing 
habit of dipping snuff, encouraged by 
some as an alternative to smoking cigaret- 
tes, quadruples tbe risk of mouth cancer, a 
U.S. government study shows. Dipping 
snuff is the practice of putting it made the 
mouth, under the lip or betweenThe cheek 
and gum. Long-time users are nearly 50 
times more likely than non-users to get 
some Form of oral cancer, the study found. 

The oral snuff, also known as smokeless 
tobacco, is milder than tbe traditional 
snuff that is inhaled through the nose. 
Although snuff has long been suspected as 
a cause of cancer, the researchers say their 
study is the first to show a definite link. 
The study was directed by Dr. Deborah 
M. Winn of the National Cancer Institute 
in Bethesda, Maryland. 

Total production of smokeless tobacco 
rose from 98 million pounds in 1971 to 
134 million pounds in 1980, and produc- 
tion of the finely cut variety used for snuff 
tripled during this period.

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India imports

NEW DELHI. April 5 (AP) — India’s 
army, air force and navy are being moder- 
nized to cope with Ac changing strategic 
environment of the region, according to the 
1 980-8 1 annual report of the Indian Defense 
Ministry. Expressing concern over 
“developments in Afghanistan," big power 
rivalry in the Indian Ocean and the Gulf,” the 
government said "these developments 
demand greater vigilance on Idnia’s part to 
safeguard its security against any threats.” 

The report, presented to India’s parlia- 
ment, said "the main accent of tbe (current 
five-year) defense plan is on modernization 
and replacement of equipment, cm securing 
greater fire power mobility and modern 
means of communication.” The Indian army 
is being "rc-cquipped with modem weapons 
and equipment ... in the more sophisticated 
fields, weapons and equipment are being 
imported from abroad,” the ministry said. 

In 1980-81, the Indian navy acquired six 
new warships, including the Soviet-built Raj . 
put, the country’s first modem frigate, and a 
squadron of seaward defense boats, the 
report said,

HUNTSVILLE. Texas. April 5 (R) — A 
convict drowned the new warden of the 
toughest jail in Texas and shot dead a guard 
before he was captured, officials said. The 
warden, Wallace Pack, 54. bad been in 
charge of the Huntsville maximum security 
prison and its 3 .000 inmatesfor only 20 days. 

A prison official said the convict, whose 
name was withheld, took a pistol from Pack's 
car Saturday and shot the guard in the head 
on being questioned at the prison farm about 
smoking marijuana. He then drowned the 
warden in a ditch containing about two or 
three feet of water before he was seized by 
guards, thepfficial added.

Move to topple Obote 

Ugandan group admits bombing

NAIROBI, April 5 ( AP) — A Ugandan 
group has daimed responsibility for the 
bombing and burning of two stores fre- 
quented by army and government officials 
and the warehouse for Uganda’s coffee crop. 

In a Uganda Radio broadcast monitored in 
Nairobi. Vice President Paulo Mwanga con- 
demned the Friday night bombings and called 
them “cowardly acts.’*’ 

The bombings were the latest in a series of 
attacks by groups trying to topple the three- 
month- old government of President Milton 
Obote. The groups daim Obote was elected 
fraudulently last December. 

The recently organized Uganda Freedom 
Movement (UFM) said it shelled the Uganda 
Coffee Marketing Board warehouse at 
Bugolobi, about two miles east of Kampala, 
because much of the coffee crop is going to 
T anzan ia to pay “reparations of war.” The 
UFM said the warehouse was stQl burning 
Saturday ni gh t but had no estimate of the 
amount of coffee destroyed. 

Some 50,000 Tanzanian soldiers helped 
oust President Idi Amin two years ago and 
10,000 arestill in Ugandaas the most reliable 
security force in the country. The Tanzanians 
supported Obote 1 s re turn to power and the 
groups want them to go home. 

Coffee is Uganda’s number one export and 
almost its sole source of foreign exchange. In 
a statement made available here, the UFM 
said “much of the foreign exchange earned 
from this coffee is used to purchase arms 
which in turn are used against coffee growers 
themselves.” 

The group said it also bombed a general 
merchandise store in Kampala own6d by Lt 
Col. Basil Okello the commander of die 15* 
battalion which is in charge of the capital, and 
a wine and spirits shop owned by an uniden- 
tified Asian. 

The UFM said Okello’s store has an 
account of 200 mi] lion Uganda shillings 
(about $25 million) in a bank. It also daimed 
both store cater to army personnel and minis- 
ters. “Ordinary Ugandans don't have money 
to buy from these two shops which waste 
foreign exchange,” the statement said. 

The UFM claimed that it also kidnapped 15 
soldiers Thursday from another store in the 
Nakasero section of Kampala which is owned 
by Okello. "They have been released after we 
took their guns,” the statement said. 


The UFM claimed that Okello uses the 
Nakasero shop to store goods for other mer- 
chants. They said Okello charges 100,000 
Uganda shillings (512,500) to store every 
truckload of merchandise. “He’s exploiting 
the entire nation,” the UFM said. Last week, 
the UFM claimed responsibility for four 
explosions which shook Kampala and 
knocked out all power m the capitaL 

In Saturday nighf s broadcast, Vice Presi- 
dent Mwanga said some of the group mem- 
bers responsible for last week’s attack on 
power lines had been arrested and would soo 
appear in court. He did not elaborate. 

Besides the UFM, which is active in Kam- 
pala, Obote contends with several other 
groups seeking his overthrow. Former

Italy is one of the 
keys for the U.S. defense effort in Europe 
since only West Germany with 204 and Bri- 
tain with 106 will have more Euromissiles on 
their territories. 

In addition, Italy hosts vast military 
fadlities such as the U.S. 6th fleet and the 
NATO southern command. Until now, 
thanks to the silence of the independent- 
minded Communists, the ruling center-left 
government of Christian Democrat Premier 
Arnaldo Forlani has accepted bearing a share 
of the alliance burden without flinching and 
recently slapped an 8 per cent increase on 
defense spending. 

Tliere have been none of the massive 
demonstrations which have caused the Bel- 
gian and Dutch governments to reconsider 
deployment of the theater nuclear forces on 
their territories or the Bonn government to 
hesitate before installations. 

Berlinguer’s new strident anti- military 
tone came less than a week before visits here 
of U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar Wein- 
berger and Secretary of State Alexander M.

These include the lraq-Iran war, 
economic recession in some industrialized 
countries, and the fact that some oil impor- 
ters have been stockpiling strategic reserves 
{of crude oil)." 

(Dr. Subratc. currsnr president of OPEC) 
said oil exporting countries are unlikely to 
agree on a long-term pricing strategy at their 
next meeting in Geneva on May 25. He said 
most of the OPEC countries tie has visited 
recently want changes to the formula backed 
by Saudi Arabia, which would link oil price 
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rises to the West’s inflation and economic 
growth. 

He said agreement on the formula “might 
be difficult at present at least,” adding that 
new factors had changed the world oil market 
since the strategy was first debated in 1979. 
These included the Iran-Iraq war which has 
cut supplies from two major producers, 
recession in the West reducing demand for oil 
and renewed stockpiling by consumer 
nations, he said. 

Subroto did not say what changes countries 
wanted in the strategy as a result. The for- 
mula would try to match oil supply with 
demand while prices would rise slightly every 
three months, indexed to the West* s inflation 
and economic growth. Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani has said it will end the present cycle 
of oil gluts alternating with shortages and 
uncontrolled price spirals. 

When OPEC ministers discussed the for- 
mula last September, Algeria, Libya and Iran 
felr it should provide forfaster increases than 
the annual two to three per cent in real terms 
then envisaged. 

Kuwait's Oil Minister Sheikh Ali Al- 
Khalifa Al-Sabah has said he hopes parts of 
the strategy could be approved at Geneva. 

But Subroto said he thought Sheikh Ali 
meant the first two parts of the strategy which 
deal with relations between OPEC states and 
industrialized and developing nations and not 
with prices. 

The 1979 report by a special OPEC com- 
mittee had tried to devise a pricing system 
linked to development and inflation rates in 
the industrialized countries, conditions of 
supply and demand in world markets, and the 
fluctuations in the purchasing value of the 
U.S. dollar. Oil sales and prices are quoted in 
dollars. 

His allusion to Iraq and Iran apparently 
meant the shortfall caused in world markets 
by the absence of about four million barrels 
of crude oil, the two countries volume of 
effort before they went to war last September. 

He also probably meant that the two coun- 
tries were resuming oil exports on limited 
scales and might soon pump millions more 
barrels into world markets, thus aggravating 
an already upsetting glut of 3.5 billion bar- 
rels, according to U.A.E. Oil Minister Mana 
Saeed Oteiba. Subroto visited Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and Qatar before coming to the 
U.A.E. 

Subroto told the agency his country “has 
no. difficulty ' selling its oil to the United Stat- 
es. Japan and others, despite a surcharge of 
less than three dollars a barrel recently 
imposed by Jakarta. 

The question of surcharges, often called 
“access premium,” has been causing trouble 
for other oil exporters, such as Kuwait. 
Japanese customers were reported to be res- 
isting the Kuwaiti premium, originally $5.5 a 
barrel, but lateF reducecl-to$4 and nowstand- 
iog at $3. ’•

To aid producers 

Coffee export quotas raised 


LONDON, April 5 ( AP) — The council of 
the International Coffee Organization has 
ended its five-day spring session. It decided 
to allow a number of producers to sell more 
coffee to help them out of their domestic 
difficulties. 

Last fall, to avoid falling world coffee 
prices from slumping any further, the council 
decided to introduce export quotas, a 
market-sharing mechanism limiting the 
exports of each producing country. 

Many smaller coffee- producing nations 
found tiiat the system was hitting hardest at a 
time when their crops were available for 
export and warehousing of stocks extremely 
expensive. Most of them are Third World 
countries relying on revenue from coffee . 
exports. Among the 7 1 -nation council" s deci- 
sions: 

Liberia was granted an additional 40,000 
bags in the 1980-81 crop year ending Sep- 
tember 30, thus bringing its annual export 
quota to 120,000 bags. A bag hold 132.2 
pounds or 60 kilos in green coffee beans. 
Rwanda was granted an additional 120,000 
bags, bringing its annual quota to 360,000 
bags. These additional entitlements will be 
shipped in the second half of the current crop 
year. All the coffees involved are of the rob- 
ust type. 

The council approved an application by Sri 
Lanka to become the organization's 71st 
member. Sri Lanka was granted annual 
export quota of 45,000 bags. 

ICO Executive Director Alexandre Fon- 
tana Beltrao of Brazil talked to reporters 
after the meeting. "This council meeting 
marks the end of a transition period following 
the introduction of export quotas last 


October." he said, going on to explain why 
the council had derided to gram additional 
relief to some of die producers. 


He said they had pleaded extreme internal 
hardships such as the need to earn more dol- 
lar revenue from coffee to buy food and dif- 
ficulties in shipping their exports to pom in 
the first half of the crop year because of 
adverse weather conditions. 


Meanwhile in Washington, the U.S. 
agriculture department said world cofffee 
production in 1980-81 is expected to be 
about 80.7 million bags, 500,000 bags more 
than forecast three months ago.

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AFP) - The

year. White House economic aide Murray 
Wridenbaum said in a interview.

“The odds for a downturn are increas- 
ing,” be said, but he added that growth might 
increase by one per cent this year if President 
Ronald Reagan's economic plans are quickly 
applied.

Swiss move to better 
status of aliens fails 

BERN, April 5 ( AP) — Swiss voters deri- 
sively rejected a proposal to improve the 
status of foreigners, particularly seasonal 
workers, early result from the weekend 
referendum indicated. The proposal, favored 
by religious, left-wing and some trade union 
^jroups, was voted down 233,685 to 42 ,510 in 
ten of the 26 cantons and semi-cantons. 

The proposal called for the elimination of 
the status of seasonal workers — about 
1 1 0,000 last year — within five years and for 
new legislation to allow foreigners in general 
easier access into Swiss society. 

Under the current rules, seasonal workers 
— mainly Italians and Spaniards — are 
granted permits for only nine months out of 
die year and may not bring their families into 
Switzerland. Most of them work in agricul- 
ture, construction and the hotel and restaur- 
ant business. There are 890,000 foreigners in 
Switzerland, 14 per cent of the total popula- 
tion. 


Riyal rates continue to rise

JEDDAH, April 5 — Local deposit rates 
continued to rise although tbe European 
markets were shut on Sunday, the local and 
Bahrain markets continued to experience a 
firming of riyal deposit rates. The one 
month JIB OR rate reached 10.75 — 1 1.25 
per cent, a rise of almost 0.25 per cent over 
Saturday. Traders however, said that there 
was little activity involved with some mod- 
erate demand for the local currency coming 
out of the OBUS in Bahrain. This is prob- 
ably due to the expectations of the dollar 
continuing firm when the European mar- 
kets open Monday. 

It may be noted here, however, that the 
finning of the riyal rates occurred mostly in 
the short periods with the one year and 
nine-month deposit rates showing little 
movement. The one-year B1BOR (Bahrain 


inter-bank offer rale) Mood ai 13.75 per- 
cent, little change over Saturday. 

One reason for these increases in deposit 
rates is that the Bahrain- bused offshore 
banking units arc not encumbered with the 
paying of the legal statutory and penalty 
reserve requirements that local-based 
banks have to face.

Venezuela begins tapping river oil belt 


MATURIN, Venezuela, April 5 (\VP) — 
On a flat expanse of browning grassland, 70 
miles south of here, with the black balanced 
hammerheads of oU wells poised to tap the 
rock below them, Venezuela is starting up 
one of the biggest projects in its history to 
forestall the day when its oil runs dry. 

Stretching to the south and west of the 
Jobo II pilot plant, in what many Ven- 
ezuelans believe is a swath 400 miles long and 
50 miles wide, ancient movements of the 
receding sea have left behind huge deposits of 
an oil so thick, so heavy, and so loaded with 
minerals — a land of underground black 
molasses — that f nr decades it was ignored as . 
being too costly to pull from the ground. 

But“ costly" has a whole new meaning in a 
world where crude oil sells for S40 a barrel. 
Venezuela's more conventional oilfields have 
lost their endless promise, depleted by years 
of supplying both die exploding internal 
demand and the voracious needs of the 
United States, Venezuela’s biggest customer. 

And international producers, now contemp- 
lating the eventual end of more easily 
extractable lighter oils, are taking a new 
interest in the slow- moving crudes they once 
dismissed. 

So Venezuela — over the strenuous objec- 
tions of those who say die country’s future is 
being gambled to suit foreign interests — is 


plunging cm an unprecedented scale into the 
development of the Orinoco River oil belt, 
apparently one of the largest heavy oil 
deposits in the world. 

“There’s a reserve out there that’s equival- 
ent to the biggest thing there is.” said a 
Caracas-based oil man. Added an American 
diplomatic observer: “1 mean, we' re talking 
about 200 to 300 billion barrels of recover- 
able oil. That's a tremendous thing. 

Within the next few weeks, the wells will 
begin operation at Jobo, a pilot plant 
designed to determine how much technicians 
can improve the slow flow ol heavy oil by 
heating it and pushing it with steam injected 
into the area of the wells. At about the same 
time, according to those close to the negotia- 
tions, the state-owned Petroleum Company 
Lagoven will announce which foreign com- 
pany has won the contract to coordinate the 
main development project. The plan calls for 
a massive complex, including hundreds of 
wells, upgrading plants, loading und storage 
facilities, and — in what is now hot. empty 
grassland — a dty of 40.000 people. 

At a projected $17.5 billion, the cost is 
staggering. In terms of the national budget, 
the U.S. equivalent would be about SI .3 tril- 
lion. Bechtel, the San Francisco-based 
engineering company, is considered such a 
strong contender for the contract that there 


was a recent flap in the Venezuelan press 
when word gnr around that Bechtel hod been 
given the wink.” 

The reports were denied by all official par- 
ties — emphatically so. and reporters inquir- 
ing recently about the heavy oil belt were told 
by both diplomats and company officials that 
the subject had become somewhat ‘‘sensi- 
tive.'' With it% veiled accusations of rush job 
and sellout to the Americans, the fracas went 
right to the heart of the doubts some Ven- 
ezuelans are voicing about this whole pniject. 

Even as Lagnv'cn selects its possibility 
North American project coordinator, the 
questions about the Orinoco oil are profuse. 
No one knows exactly how much is there — 
estimates range up to 2 trillion barrels — but 
it is widely acknowledged that more tests are 
needed before any really accurate assessment 
can be made. No one knows precisely what 
percentage of the oil is recoverable, or what 
the production cost per barrel will be. Indus- 
try observers are now guessing at about $13 
per barrel, but the extraction and refining 
technology is still being tested. 

And although there has been international 
interest in Venezuela's potential new oil 
riches, including one offer from the French to 
build a special refinery in exchange for 
guaranteed supply, it is still uncertain where, 
how, und at what cost this sludgy crude will be 
refined.

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Chandler keeps title 


TOKYO. April 5 (AP) — Champion Jeff 
Chandler of the United States retained bis 
World Boring Association (WBA) bantam- 
weight title by fighting Japanese challenger 
Eijiro Murata to a draw in a 15-round champ- 
ionship bout at Tokyo's Kuramae Sumo Hall 
Sunday. 

The 24-year-old Chandler staved off the 
aggressive Japanese with fast footwork and a 
sharp uppercut to make his second defense of 
die 1 18-pound ( 53 .52-kilogram) division 
title, he won from Puerto Rico's Julian Solis 
last November. 

There were no knockdowns and neither 
boxer was seriously burr in the fight, which 
o ccasi onally bogged down into a series of 
.clinches and inconsequential punching 
exchanges. 

Judge Humberto Figueroa of Panama gave 
die fight to Chandler by a 145- 142 margin on 
a ten-point must system, while judge Femao- 
dio Viso of Venezuela gave the nod to 
Murata 147-146. Referee Ernesto Magana 
of Mexico called the match even at 146-146. 
In die event of a draw, the champion retains 
his title. 

The only convincing blow of the fight came 
in the first round when Murata landed a hard 
right to the champion's jaw, sending him reel- 
ing back to the ropes and bringing the highly 
partisan Japanese crowd of 6,000 to its feet. 


Chandler managed to ride out the blow on 
the ropes without going dotim, and quickly 
recovered in the second round. 

The fight developed into a pattern of 
Murata stalking the champion, trying to get 
inside to avoid Oiandler’s eight centimeter 
(three inch) reach advantage. Murata fre- 
quently worked his way inside for clinches, 
but was able to inflict little damage on the 
faster American. 

Murata held a slight advantage through the 
early rounds, but suffered a cut over his right 
eye in the seventh round and in the second 
half of the fight Chandler scored points with a 
sharp attack. 

The challenger came out of his comer in 
the 15tb round raioing blows on Chandler in 
a last attempt to turn die fight around, but the 
American, who showed greater stamina in 
the final rounds, was never hurt. 

It was Murata s second time to narrowly 
miss capturing a bantamweight title. In June 
last year be also fought to a draw with Lupe 
Pin tor of Mexico, champion of the World 
Boxing Council bantamweight division. 

Both boxers 'kept their unbeaten profess 
sional records with the draw. Chandlers 
career mark stood at 2S-0-2 after the fight 
while Murata* s record was 18-0-3. Murata 
came into the fight as the WB A’s No. 1 con- 
tender in die bantamweight class.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina. April 5 
(AP) — Argentina's Sergio Palmas retained 
his World Boxing Association junior feath- 
erweight title Saturday night with a unanim- 
ous decision over Leonardo Cruz of the 
Dominican Republic.

Prem’s friends planned 
aborted Thailand coup 


BRUSSELS, April 5 (R) — U.5. Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger will outline the 
big changes in military policy now taking 
shape in Washington when he attends a 
NATO ministerial meeting this week, 
aiiiance sources said. But during bis first visit 
to Europe since the Reagan administration 
took office, he is expected to avoid such con- 
troversial issues as the neutron warhead and 
die level of West European defense spend- 
ing. 

The two-day session of NATO’s nuclear 
planning group (NPG), starting Tuesday in 
Bonn, will give the defense ministers of 
Washington’s allies an opportunity to express 
their concerns before the new U.S, policy is 
given final form, they said. The sources said 
that although the NPG is in theory exclu- 
sively concerned with nuclear strategy, 
‘Weinberger will probably brief his NATO 
colleagues on the latest U.S. intelligence 
reports about Poland. 

Weinberger will open the meeting with a 
report on the East- West nuclear balance of 



Soviet Prime Minister Tikhonov 


Tikhonov 
starts West 
trip today 

VIENNA. April 5 ( Rj l — Diplomatic trial 
balloons may be set off in several directions 
this week when Soviet Prime Minister 
Nikolai Tikhonov visits neutral Austria on his 
first official trip to the West. The five-day 
visit, starting Monday, should oover the 
North- South dialogue between industrialized 
and developing states. East- West detente in 
Europe and several pressing Soviet-Austrian 
issues, Austrian officials say. 

Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. co- 
sponsor of a planned North-South summit in 
October to revive the stalled dialogue on help 
for the world’s poor,_ will give Tikhonov an 
invitation for Soviet participation. 

It is .still unsure whether Moscow, which 
blames Third World poverty on Western col- 
jrialist policies, will attend the meeting to be 
held in Mexico, officials said. They noted 
that Moscow, despite ‘its professed support 
for black nationalist movements in Africa, 
v.-ar. absent from a major aid-pledging con- 
ference last month for Zimbabwe, die most 
recently independent African state. 

Informed sources at a preparatory meeting 
in Vienna last month said the Soviet Union 
seemed reluctant to attend the summit, to 
which leaders of 22 other states, including 
China and the United States, have been 
invited. The officials said Tikhonov might use 
his first Western trip to launch another Soviet 
appeal for a conference on military aspects of 
European detente. 

Austrian press reports said Moscow was 
:;iso frying ro organize a meeting of politi- 
cians and party' representatives from the 35 
Kcisinki final act signatory states to discuss 
new ways of ensuring European security. 

Economic officials hope Tikhonov, an 
economist and former planning official, will 
also discuss possible Soviet purchases to help 
balance Austria's 1980 record trade deficit 
with Moscow.

The Reagan administration has indicated 
that it is not in a burry to resume Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) with Moscow* 
until it has derided whether it wants to go 
ahead with a new generation of U.S. strategic 
weapons. The West Europeans stiJJ regard a 
SALT agreement to be necessary as a basis 
for serious negotiations on limiting medium- 
range nuclear weapons in Europe, the 
sources said. 

The alliance bad envisaged U.S.-Soviet 
negotiations on such missiles — called Thea- 
ter Nuclear Forces (TNF) — as the next 
round of the SALT process. 

The United States now finds itself caught 
between political pressure in Europe for an 
early resumption of TNF talks and its own 
reluctance to rush into a SALT renegotiation, 
according to the alliance sources. Weinberger 
is expected to stress that NATO's decision of 
December 1979 to modernize its nuclear 
arsenal must be implemented to counter the 
fast-growing force of Soviet SS-20s. 

The Soviet weapons are mobile missiles, 
with a range of about 5,000 kms and three 
warheads. 

Bombs explode 
in San Salvador 

SAN SALVADOR, April 5 (AP) — A 
bomb went off outside the offices of a firm 
equipment sales office late Saturday, causing 
extensive damage to the office and a nearby 
gasoline station, and authorities said other 
bombs werre heard seconds later in other 
parts of town. 

Police immediately cordoned off the area 
of Quinones Brothers, about 450 feet from 
the army’s headquarters, and seconds later 
gunfire was heard in the area, it was not 
determined who was doing the shooting. No 
injuries were reported, and authorities said 
die army offices were not the target of the 
attack. 


BELGRADE, April 5 (Agencies) The 
southeastern Yugoslav autonomous province 
of Kosovo was calm but tense Sunday as 
police and army patroled the streets on the 
fourth day of a state of emergency declared 
after violent Albanian demonstrations earlier 
this week. Officials said there were no fresh 
dashes between security forces and demons- 
trators in the past two days and no new 
attempts at organized riots in the provincial 
capital Pristina. 

Officials here said privately only close rela- 
tives would be allowed to attend the funerals 
of two demonstrators reported to have died 
in earlier clashes with police, for fear of 
renewed disturbances and violence in the 
Albanian-populated province, Yugoslavia's 
poorest region. They said two policemen suf- 
fered bullet wounds and dozens of people 
were injured in the demonstrations in Pris- 
tina where cars and trucks were burned and 


BANGKOK, April 5 (AP) — Although 
Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanonda success- 
fully crushed the coup attempt by top military 
officers Friday, observers here say his trou- 
bles are far from over. 

“If Prem thinks he is the winner of this 
political wrangle, he is wrong,” said one Thai 
politician. He has pitted (factions of) his army 
against each other, and he has lost nearly half 
of his best commanders.” 

The coup attempt, which began earfy 
Wednesday morning and lasted 56 hours, was 
crushed almost without resistance in less than 
three hours Friday, when Prem sent 
thousands of troops rolling into the capital.

Jets had flown low over Pristina and 
tanks had rolled into the dry after the state of 
emergency was declared, trains out of 
Kosovo were crowded with non-Albanians 
and Pristina residents were advised to buy 
large supplies of food in case of continued 
disturbances, they said. Foreign embassies in 
Belgrade were officially advised that Kosovo 
was closed to visitors indefinitely, diplomats 
here said. 

Yugoslav leaders have condemned the 
demonstrations which they said were organ- 
ized by “hostile nationalist and separatist 
elements” with the aim of undermining the 
country’s stability, unity, independence and 
territorial integrity. Yugoslav and Kosovo 
leaders made clear in public statements that 
any further attempts al disruptions in the 
province would be “drastically dealt with.” 

The official Yugoslav news agency Tanjug 
carrie^ scores of cables from all over the 
country to the leadership condemning the 
riots. It also carried editorials in national and 
provincial newspapers, attacking “enemies” 
who tried to undermine the constitutional 
order, unity and territorial integrity of Yugos- 
lavia.

vision stations and taking government build- 
ings under his control. 

Unlike previous military coups, which 
were struggles between opposing groups, 
Wednesday coup was reportedly engineered 
by a group of Prem's own proteges and one- 
time friends who had been his main suppor- 
ters since he entered politics four years ago. 

At the height of the coup, Prem dismissed 
one of his commanders, considered Che 
“brains" of the Thai army. His close friend 
and personal aide, Gen. Sant Chitpatima, 
appointed as coup leader, was stripped off his 
army rank and is believed to have fled the 
country. 

The abortive coup demonstrated that Prem 
no longer was able to hold the unified com- 
mand of his army. Some 42 commanders, 
controlling 42 battalions m the central milit- 
ary region, appeared with the rebel leader on 
television on the second night of the coup. 

The first sign of trouble cropped up last 
October when Prem agreed to let Parliament 
amend a law allowing him to extend his term 
as commander of the Thai army for one more 
year. He was due for mandatory retirement 
then at the age of 60. 

Prem’s decision angered some young offic- 
ers, a new breed of liberal-minded men with 
an average age of 40 known to favor democ- 
racy. 

Military sources said these officers began 
plotting the coup when there were indications 
that Prem was contemplating the extension of 
his military term for a second time. They 
opposed Prem’s idea of holding die posts of 
prime minister and army chief at the same 
time, said a highly-placed source in toe milit- 
ary. 

The coup leaders sought support from the 
citizens of Bangkok for their manifesto, 
which reflected general anxieties of the 
Common people and educated classes — con- 
demning increasing crime, drug use and an 
erosion of moral values. Their appeal 
achieved a certain amount of success. 

“Prem defeated his opposition but he 
should not consider that as a mandate to con- 
tinue as before,” said a politician who is a 
member of Prem’s coalition. “He should 
tackle the problems cited by his opposition 
he added — deterioration of the traditional 
Thai values and goodwill, increasing 
economic pressure on the poor, and an into- 
lerable amount of self-interest and infighting 
between political parties.” 

Indonesian pilot dies 

BANGKOK, Thailand, April 5 (AP) — 
An Indonesian pilot wounded in the Tuesday 
storming of a hijacked Indonesian 'airliner 
died in the Bhumipol Hospital here Sunday, 
hospital officials said. They said the pilot, 
Herman Rante, died at 8:30 a.m. Sunday 
(0130 GNT), and Indonesian Embassy offi- 
cials had come to the hospital to daim his 
body. 

An Indonesian commando, identified only 
as Kilang. who was also wounded in the 
storming of the Garoda jetliner, died here 
Wednesday. All other crew members and 
passengers among the 55 hostages on the 
plane escaped serious injury in the successful 
rescue operation. 

Indian stabbed in riots 

NEW DELHI, April 5 (AP) — A village 
council clerk was fatally stabbed and four 
others -succumbed ro injuries Saturday in 
dashes between Communists and Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi's party activities in 
India's Marxist-niled West Bengal state, the 
United News of India reported. 

The deaths increased the toll to at least 16 - 
in six days of bloody violence between the 
two groups, the report said. 


Iran planes 

hit civilian 
targets, 
Iraq says 

BEIRUT, April 5 (Agencies) — Iranian 
planes attacked civilian and military targets 
in Iraq Saturday, killing two persons and 
wounding 23, all dvilians. the official Iraqi 
News Agency (1NA) reported. It quoted a 
high command communique as saying the 
planes which attacked an Iraqi military air- 
port came from within Syria. 

According to the communique, the first 
raid took place around noon aimed at resi- 
dential districts in Kirkuk, north of Baghdad. 
In addition to the casualties, two houses were 
damaged. About half, an hour later, the 
planes attacked “one of our airports close to 
the Syrian border, coming from within 
Syria,” the communique said. It did not refer 
to casualties or damage. 

Tehran Radio said Iranian jets attacked 
four air bases deep inside Iraq, setting all 
Iraqi aircraft on the ground on fire and 
damaging the bases. An official in the Iranian 
military command denied later any of its 
attacking planes came from Syria or any 
civilian targets were attacked. 

The Iraqi communique said the Iranian jets 
were fired on and forced to turn back. Refer- 
ring to Friday' s military operations the com- 
munique said that 71 Iranians had been kil- 
led, compared with four Iraqis. Fighting in 
the Mehra area, in western Kermanshah pro- 
vince, resulted in 43 Iranians killed. 

The high command said Iraqi forces were 
determined to continue striking at Iranian 
troops until Iran recognized Iraq's national 
and pan- Arab rights. This is a reference to 
Iraq's claim of full sovereignty over the Shatt 
AI-Arab waterway dividing the two countries 
and to Arab claims to three Gulf islands 
occupied during the late Shah's regime. 

Meanwhile, Iran's Defense Minister Javad 
Fakouri said Sunday that Iranian aircraft had 
destroyed Tupolev bombers and long-range 
fighters at an Iraqi base near the Jordanian 
border to show that no part of Iraq was safe 
from the Iranian air attack. He named the 
airbase as Haj Sen and said it was only 50 kms 
from the border, implying that the Iranian 
strike force had crossed the entire breadth of 
Iraqi territory and evaded Iraq’s sophisti- 
cated Soviet-supplied air defense system. 

Col. Fakouri, who is also commander of 
tiie Air Force, said on state radio the Iraqi air 
base farthest from Iranian territory had been- 
selected for the attack to show President 
Saddam Hussein that no point in Iraq was 
beyond the reach of the Iranian air force. 
“From now on, we will strike at any point 
inside Iraq unless Saddam comes to his 
senses ” Col. Fakouri said. 


Good Morning

A few weeks ago, a British member of' 
parliament died suddenly of a heart attack 
in London. He represented a Northern 
Ireland constituency The British press 
tried to write something about him — 
wbat he was tike, where he really stood on 
this or that issue — but failed. It turned 
out no one in London knew hin^uiot even 
his colleagues in Parliament. All that was 
known of him was that he represented a 
heavily republican area in Northern Ire- 
land. 

The reason for this extraordinary obs- 
curity soon came to light. The gentleman 
came to London very rarely, and he 
appeared in Parliament only a few times 
— without speaking Once, it also became 
apparent that his life was not without 
achievement, and a considerable one at 
that: It was his vote (as you might expect, 
it was an abstention) that caused the Cal- 
laghan government to collapse in 1979. 
An achievement which he fully earned, 
since he did not simply stay away as was 
his wont, but came to London specially to i 
abstain. 

Up to a few years ago such lack of 
attendance to Parliament was quite oora-i 
mon. Members could do this owing to the 
system of “pairing”, through which a 
member of one of the mam parties could 
absent himself at will from the House so 
long as there’s a member of the other 
party wanting to do the same. The 
arrangement had the aim of preventing 
harm to any party's voting power through 
absenteeism. The Conservatives, however, 
stopped “pairing” ata cemia point, and 
now M-P.S have to drop everything and 
rush to the House if there’s an important 
vote. 

This has been causing real trouble to 
some members, who had to rush from 
hospital ro vote and then rush back again 
to continue treatment. At one time, when 
a crucial vote was to be held, a Labor 
member was unconscious in hospital fol- 
lowing a heart attack. The votes were 
expected to be very dose and the poor 
man was brought in on a stretcher. As his 
vote was being counted a speaker for the 
Conservatives objected that the man 
might be dead, in which case his vote 
wouldn't count. 

They had to bring equipment to prove 
that his heart was still ticking, so the vote 
was proved legitimate... And that was the 
man’s great achievement: Saving his party 
from defeat while being unconscious...

8 die, 12 5 hurt in U.S. storms 


CHICAGO. April 5 (AP) — Fierce 
winds and tornadoes flipped cars and 
mobile homes and sent wood whistling 
through the air Saturday, leaving behind a 
crazy quilt of wreckage in a half-dozen U.S. 
states: Eight persons died and about 125 
were injured. 

The National Weather Service said some 
20 tornadoes and 121 severe storms were 
reported. The weather service said 11 tor- 
nadoes were sighted in Iowa, three in Wis- 
consin, two each in Nebraska and Kansas, 
and one each in Illinois and Oklahoma. 
Other reports said two tornadoes touched 
down in Missouri, and high winds also 
struck Indiana. 

Most injuries were minor, but the devas- 
tation was traumatic. Three persons died 
and at least 50 were injured in West Bend, 
Wisconsin, when high winds wrecked some 


nearly 90 structures. The police chief esti- 
mated damage at $15 million. Three per- 
sons were killed in storm-related traffic 
accidents. 

In northwestern Illinois, some 130 cars 
were damaged by high winds in and around 
the airport. Sixty houses were damaged in 
Milan where police reports said four per- 
sons were injured. A two-year-old boy from 
Sandyville, Iowa, was killed by a f allin g tree 
limb m a thunderstorm. 

High-altitude turbulence was blamed 
after a United Airlines DC-10 fell 1,000 
feet in a downdraft Friday over the 
MissoUri-IIlinois border. Twenty-one per- 
sons were injured among the 154 passen- 
gers, including seven who were hospital- 
ized. The jetliner made an unscheduled 
landing in Chicago.
